Westport was named for John West who established 
sewnill 1856. Tunnel was excavated 1886 to haul logs by ox 
team on skid road from Hungry Hollow Logging Camp to south, 
Distance around hill was considered too far and too costly. 
Logs were hauled to Westport Slough, just north, and then 
by water to sawaills, in 1907 tunnel was enlarged for 
passage of logging train. Last used just prior World War I, 
Tunnel is only known visible resains of early ox team logging 
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WESTPORT LOG TUNNEL 


This Tunnel was named for John West who established 
a Sawmill in this area in 1856. The Tunnel was excavated 
in 1888 to haul logs by ox team on Skid Road from Hungrey 
Hollow Logging Camp north to Westport Slew and then by 
water to sawmills in the area. In 1907 the Tunnel was 
enlarged for locomotive logging and was last used prior 
to World War I. The tunnel is the only known visible 


remains of ox team logging in the Northwest, and is the 


one known to have been dug for this purpose. =
